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BALD MOUNTAIN. 


PROFESSOR DUPRZ’S REPORT. 


We have no late intelligeuce from 
Bald Mountain, and the tremblings 
therein from the fact that our corres- 
pondent has only the advantege of a 
weekly mail, but for the benefit of 
the scientific world, we publish below 
the report of Prof. Dupre, of Wafford 
College, South Carolina, who was pre- 
sent with us on the mountains at the 
time we were playing voleaniceditor. 
This is the first and only report of 
the disturbances that has yet been 
published by a scientist that was pre- 
sent during the same, and in our 
opinion, is entitled to a higher consi- 
deration than any other opinion that 
has terre in print. In his report, | 
Prof. Dupre says: 

“All the oe which we col- 
lected from the people while passing 
along the eastern and western side 
of this mountain, covering a distance 
of ‘eighteen miles, coneurred in the 
following summary:—That there: 
were certain days marked by loud 
reports and severe shakes; that-from 
fifty to seventy-five shocks have been 
felt since the 10th of February; that 
the noise begins with an explosion 
like a blast, followed by a rum- 
bling sound, lasting only a few 
seconds; that the shocks are simul- 
taneous, or almost so with the 
reports, and seemed to follow the di- 
rection of the rumbling sound, with 
this exception, that those near the 
top of the mountain assert they ap- 
pear to be under andall around them; 
that the reports all came from Stone 
and Bald Mountain ridge, those liv- 
ing on the east side pointing to the 
west, and those on the west pointing 
to the east for the direction of sounds; 
that these reports occur as often du- 
ring the night as the day, in fair 
weather asin foul; that the effects 
are felt five miles on each side of the 
mountain ridge, and extend from 
Broad river on the southwest to Ca- 
tawba on the north—a distance of 
twenty-five miles; that housesshake, 
trees with their dead leaves tremble, 
glasses and crockery rattle, shavings 
in their workshops shake and ‘‘qua- 
ver,’”’ as one expressed it. This testi- 
mony was collected from thirty or 
forty men and women of different 
degrees of intelligence, and their re- 
markablee concurrence in the above 
statement places the facts beyond the 
possibility of doubt. 

‘Several hypotheses have been pro- 
posed to explain these facts. One is 
that the blasting of rock about the 
mountains will account for all of 
them. Upon this point we made 
particular inquiry. There is certainly 
none about Stone Mountain; and as 
the work upon the tunnels in Swan- 
nanoah Gap has ceased for more than 
twelve months, there is no occasion 
for blasting anywhere else, as fine 
stones for building purposes, of every 
form and size, are scattered over all 
these mountains. Another hypoth- 
esis is that these effects may be the 
result of electricity escaping from the 
mountain to the cloud, or descending 
from the cloud tothe mountain. In 
the first place, these sounds and 
shoeks occur as often in fair as in foul 
weather; and the sounds are alto- 
gether different, as we had an oppor- 
tunity of comparing them during our 
first night’s stay upon the mountain. 
The simultaneousness of the shocks 
and explosions proves that thesound 
has not far to travel through the air 
to reach the observer, and while the 
wip need | cause of the explosions may 
»e deeply seated in the earth, yet the 
immediate cause of the sounds may 
be at or near the surface. I am in- 
clined to the opinion that most of 
the noises accompanying earth- 
quakes are the results of vi- 
bratory movements in the earth’s 
crust, or are the secondary 
effects of a force acting at great depths 
beneath. This opinion seems to be 
sustained by the evidence of the wit- 
nesses upon the summit, as well as 
five miles from the base of Stone 
Mountain, all of whom concur as to 
the simultaneousness of the shocks 
and explosions. To this it may be 
objected that earthquake shocks are 
often unaccompanied with noises, or 
that the former may precede the lat- 
ter by several minutes. In reply I 
will state that the crust of the earth 
is composed of different strata, some 
capable of transmitting vibrations 
that are audible, and others that are 
not, asa string may be made to vi- 
brate, and yet produce no audible 
sound. Now, suppose our observer 
to be standing upon a section of the 
earth’s crust which is incapable of 
receiving or imparting sound vibra- 
tions; he may feel the earthquake 
shocks and yet hear no noise; or if 
sounds should reach him after an in- 
terval of time, they may come from 
a distant section capable of produc- 
ing them, but which must be trans- 
mitted to his ear through the inter- 
vening atmosphere. ‘This discussion 
leads me to the conclusion that the 
phenomena connected with the agi- 
tation of Stone Mountain must be 
referred to that general volcanic or 
earthquake force which seems as 
necessary to the economy of nature 
as light, heat or electricity.”

Our authorities here—thanks 
to the Board of Aldermen of 1873 and 
Judge Hoy_—have pretty effectually 
broken up the practice, so far as this 
city and county are concerned. The 
effects of this policy have been most 
happy. Chattanooga, once as famous 
as Knoxville is now, for murderous 
rows, has become one of the most 
quiet and peaceable cities in the coun- 
try. This shows that to reduce that 
species of law-breaking which has 
for its principal ingredient murder- 
ous violence, it is only mecessary to 
create a public sentiment that will 
see to it that the law is enforced 
against those who violate the minor 
and preventive feature which de- 
nounces a penalty against the cow- 
ardly practice of carrying concealed 
weapons.”’ 


THE vote in the U.S. Senate on 
Tuesday on the question of passing 
the financial bill over the President’s 
veto indicated no change of opinion 
on the part of any Senator since the 
eriginal passage of the bill. The vote 
stood 34 for its passage and 30 against, 
a two-thirds vote being required to 
pass it over the veto. The Congres- 
sional heads favoring an increase of 
the currency are now endeavoring to 
solve the problem of the best way to 
accomplish that end. The discussion 
in the Senate Tuesday, while the 
measure was being considered, in- 
stead of being confined to the finan- 
cial question, branched off into a 
criticism and defence of the Admin- 
istration, Mr. THURMAN making the 
charge that it had no wholesome in- 
fluence in the halls of Congress, while 
Mr. EpMUNps replied that the Presi- 
dent, instead of interfering in legis- 
lation, was attending to his constitu- 


‘tional duties, and the Republican 


party Senators had the right to exer- 
cise their own opinions and to vote 
and act as they thought proper. 


The Damage by the Floods. 

The reader unacquainted with the 
vast country that has been flooded by 
the overflow of the Mississippi can 
form no correct idea of the immense 
damage that has been already sus- 
tained and of the disastrous results 
that will follow tothe planters. From 
the head of the Mississippi to New 
Orleans there is a perfect sea of water, 
the river being generally some forty 
miles wide, nearly all the crevasses 
have been broken, and millions of 
acres of the best Mississippi bottoms 
have been under water for weeks, 
while many thousands of people have 
been driven from their homes and 
forced to seek shelter back upon the 
hills and depend upor the charity 
of the world for subsistence. This 
latter is being extended, we are glad 
to know, from almost every portion 
of the country—the coffers of New 
York and Boston and other cities are 
being opened to this end, and it is 
probable that positive starvation will 
be averted. 

The immediate loss will be irre- 
parable to many ofthe sufferers, who 
willbe unable to see a way beyond 
the dismal, dreary present, but the 
outlook tothe Mississippi planters 
generally, for the present year, is 
gleomy indeed. The floods will sub- 
side too late to plant cotton with any 
hepe of success, and statisticians in 
New Orleans intimate that the crop 
will be cut short this year in conse- 
quence from one to two millions of 
bales, or from a third to a half of the 
whole crop of the South. In thises- 
timate, we presume, the damaye sus- 
tained by the continued rains and 
freshets in other portions of the 
South than on the Mississippi is con- 
sidered. The farmers will be com- 
pelled to grow corn this summer, as 


time enough will be allowed for this 
crop. It is acknowledged that this is 
the most disastrous flood that has 
eyer visited the Mississippi. 


A Washington special to the Bal- 
timore Sun says: The great speech 
in the House was that of Mr. Lamar, 
of Mississippi, who pronounced a 
grand eulogy upon Mr. Sumner, and 
then referred to his manifest dis posi- 
tion to create a fraternal feeling be- 
tween the North and South. He 
then made a splendid application on 
the subject of Sumner’s battle flag 
resolution, and enunciated an idea, 
which, if carried eut, will do more 
to unite the North and South than 
any other act. This was 
all the records and battle flags of the 
late war on both sides and make 
them the common heritage of a com- 
mon country. His remarks were re- 
ceived with the greatest applause.

Steamer Streck by a Tornade—A 
Half-Hoar of Terrible Suspense. 


A New Orleans paper of a late date 
gives the following thrilling account 
of the escape of a Mississippi steamer 
from destruction‘from a tornado : 

“On Wednesday evening last, as 
the well-know and splendid steamer 
Natchez was coming down the river, 
and while opposite the lower end of 
Natchez Island, some twenty miles 
this side of the city of that name, she 
was struck by a terrible tornado from 
the Louisiana side, which in a second 
had wrenched her immense chim- 
neys from their sockets, broken all 
the stanchions loose, cut short off the 
steam pipes, and thiew them in a 
wreck on the upper deck, on the 
right side, which giving away with 
their weight, broke and fell with a 
terrible crash on the lower deck, 
whence it was tumbled into the river. 
The officers inc , even though 
the tornado struc without a 
moment’s warning, rushed to their 
posts and clearing the wreck, the 

ilots stood by the wheel and urged 
on tothe island. The scene was 
one terrible in the extreme; the 
river was one mass of yellow foam, 
the sky was as black as night, and the 
wind of such terrific violence that no 
man could stand against it. In 
this emergency all rested on the skill 
and determination of the officers and 
pilets. The position of these latter 
was one of great danger, Elevated 
in a frail pilot-house one hundred 
feet above the river, with its 0 ane 
gone, its stanchions smashed, and 
trembling in every timber, as if it 
would follow the chimneys, they ex- 

ted every moment to be hurled 

into eternity. The chimneys being 
gone, add to this, the smoke and 
escaping steam rushed through the 
upper decks, almost smethering the 
pilots, and inducing them to believe 
the steamer was on fire. Not aman 
of them moved, though, clinging to 
the wheel with all their strength for 
twenty minu.es (what long minutes 
they must have been !), they kept her 
head tothe wind, and running under 
the shelter of the island, the steamer 
was safe. Thestorm subsided as fast 
as it had risen, and backing out, the 
steamer continued on her way down 
the river, arriving in this port at half 
past ten o’clock Thursday night.”’ 
>

SMaLi-Pox.—Dr. Conrad, Profes- 
sor of the Washington Medical Uni- 
versity of Baltimore, in a récent pa- 
per read before the Medical and Chi- 
rurgical Faculty of Maryland upon 
the treatment of small-pox, gives 
soine interesting statistics concerning 
the number of cases treated at the 
Marine Hospital. Says he: ‘* Had 
varioloid by innoculation 1, died 1; 
never vaceinated or no cicatrix 410, 
died, 265; unknown if ever vaccina- 
ted 189, died, 90; said they had been 
vaccinated but no cieatrix 102, died, 
61; having imperfect marks 262, 
dicd, 82; recently, that is from one 
to eight days, vaccinated 20, died, 15; 
haying one good good mark 166, died, 
5, two or more good marks 84, 
deaths, none; total treated, 1,254, 
deaths 522; total mortality per cent. 
42. There was not a single case of 
death when the patient had a good 
mark from vaccination, done after 
the age of puberty. Doctor Conrad 
stated that of the numerous reme- 
dies he tried for small-pox scarcely 
any were of any efficacy; but a ta- 
blespoonful of vinegar taken three 
or four times a day was of more help 
than anything tried.” 

The Montgomery (Ala.) Advertiser 
says: ‘*We witnessed the operation 
of converting water into ice yester- 
dav at the factory established by Dr. 
Lee. The machinery is of the best 
quality. The engine (one hundred 
horse power) is now running night 
and day, and thus far the company 
have oniy been able to aecumulate 
sixty thousand pounds, the demand 
having exceeded the expectation of 
the company. Shipments are daily 
made to Birmingham, Selma, Green- 

ville, Union Springs and Opelika. 
‘The condensed water which is con- 
verted into ice is of the purest quali- 
ty, and therefore the _ ice is 
a3 transpalent glass. In the 
manufacturing and distribution of 
ive this company gives employment 
to about twenty-five men, most of 
whom have families, and it may safe- 
ly be stated that it supports from 
seventy-five to one hundred persons, 
besides pay ing agood dividend to the 
stockhoidcrs.
